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Premier Tells Chamber 
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Victoria Seeks 


RUSTRATIONS experienced -by dele- 

gates from the City of Victoria at 
the annual convention of the Union 
of B.C. Municipalities last week have 
sharpened aldermanic belief that the time 
has'come for regulation of this city's 
affairs to be removed from the jurisdic- 
tion of the Municipal Act. Unusually 
speedy action on a matter of such wide 
importance has followed Mayor -Seurrah’s 
report on the largely abortive outcome 
of the Victoria delegation's journey to 
Nelson; and as a result the council by 
unanimous decision will seek legislation 
to enable Victoria to operate under a 
separate-charter similar to Vancouver's 

There have been tentative suggestions 
along that line from time to time for 
many years, but hitherto the idea 
not crystallized into a positive appré 
to the legislature The unanimity—of 
Monday’s decision to ask for a charter 
may strengthen Victoria’s case if or when 
a private bill is placed before the House 
but is not in itself a guarantee of approval 
There is the precedent of Vancouver's 
long-standing charter, but on the other 
hand the government might look askance 
at the possibility of other cities seeking 
to withdraw from the control of the 


Special Charter 


Municipal Act if Victoria were granted a 
charter. 

Although the wider autonomy which 
Victoria would enjoy might not be an 
unalloyed advantage (it could include 
added responsibilities) the probability is 
that this city, the second largest in the 
province, would be better able to regulate 
its own affairs than under cumbersome 
provisions and slow-moving processes of 
the Municipal Act Victoria under a 
special charter would be able in most 
instances to meet its own particular prob- 
lems as they arise, always without refer- 
ence to the other municipalities. Because 
the Municipal Act regulates all muni- 
cipalities with the exception of Vancouver, 
amendment of or addition to its provi- 
sions is invariably subject to pro- 
longed delays or impediments, sometimes 
was the case at N son in 
connection with certain Victoria proposals 

by municipalities in no way affected by 
them 

If it can be demonstrated that the 
granting « special charter to Victoria 
would be in best interests of civic 
government, the legislature should not be 
influenced by the possibility of other cities 
wishing to follow suit. Each case should 
be examined on its own merits. 
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Bureaucratic Badgering 


COMMONSENSE assumption—would 

be that when a person secures a 
certificate of citizenship from the state 
department he has satisfied authorities 
as to his bona fides. He cannot get 
this certificate without submitting birth 
records, proof on entry into Canada as the 
case may be, documentary support of his 
length of residence and all, the other data 
pertinent to his application. The ce i 
cate, therefore, should be ample warranty 
of his Canadian status. 

Apparently other federal departments 
do not agree. Not long ago a Victorian 
undergoing a security check was asked 
by the defence department to submit 
proof of his birth date- He sent along 
a photostatic copy of his citizenship cer- 
tificate, which details his birth date, only 
to have it returned as “not sufficient 
evidence." Reeently another Victorian 
applying for the old-age security pension 
had ‘his citizenship certificat® spurned, 
this time by the*health and welfare 
department.

The roly-poly Khrushchev, Communist party 
secretary, might be tempted to foreign forays 
to turn attention away from internal discon 
tent, wrongs and frustrations, Western sources 
say.

State Secretary John Foster Dulles of the 
United States is said to believe that Khrush 
chev's power is by no means solid in Moscow, 
and that this ls a reason for the Kremlin's 
truculent attitude on the Middle East and 
other problems, including disarmament 

Observers thus considered significant a 
detailed speech by Allen W. Dulles, brother of 
the secratary of state and head of the Central 
Intelligence Agency, picturing Khrushchev as 
beast by explosive problems at home and fac 
ing the possibility of a military dictatorship 

The handling and timing of the San Fran 
cisco speech by Allen Dulles, who seldam makes 
such pronouncements, were considered signi 
ficant. ‘Pirst ‘billed as an off-the-record 
address, it was later cleared for publication,
